WASHINGTON (API— Officials 
said today the United States can 
be ex acted to explode several 
new types of improved nuclear 
weapons if President Kennedy de­ 
cides to order test firings in the 
atmosphere. 
Kennedy 
announced 
Thursday 
he is determined to maintain the 
U.S. lead over the Soviet Union 
in nuclear weapons strength, lie 
disclosed that he wfas ordering the 
‘‘necessary preparations" for at­ 
mospheric tests if in his later 
judgment they become necessary. 
Although the President is re­ 
ported reluctant to order such ex­ 
plosions, there is a growing belief 
in official quarters here that the 
United States probably will under 
take a program of atmospheric 
testing in a few months.

CP U.S. COMM! NISI PARTY 
NEXT MONTH 
NEW YORK—All is quiet on the 
eastern front here — namely a 
brownstone building at 23 W. 26 
St., headquarters of the Commu­ 
nist Party, USA 
A stranger’s inquiry over the 
return of the party’s official lead­ 
ers from 
Moscow is met with 
surely 
frankness. 
Come 
back 
later. No one here really knows, 
is the reply. Which is understand­ 
able. 
The 
actual 
party 
chiefs 
are 
meeting almost steadily "under­ 
ground.” They are worriedly and 
hurriedly remaking 
their party, 
attempting to devise new fronts 
ann i, . u > a series o* new lead­ 
ership teams. 
And they really have just a few 
weeks 
before 
the 
U.S. 
Justice 
Dept, closes in on “the party” it­ 
self. It has until Nov. 19 to regis­ 
ter with the government as a for­ 
eign agent.

On the street corners of Mos­ 
cow I saw one capitalistic device 
which 
Khrushchev 
has 
already 
stolen from the USA — vending 
machines The Russians seem to 
love them, queued up beside them 
to put in their kopeks and get 
soli drinks. The vending-machine 
fad was growing. 
Chicago is the capital of the 
vending-machine industry, and I 
went out to see the national Au­ 
tomatic 
Merchandising 
Associa­ 
tion's e xh i b i t 
at McCarmack 
Place, one of the most amazing 
arrays of mechanical merchandis­ 
ers ever known to man. It was 
proof of the genius of capitalism 
and doubtless would have made 
Khrushchev do a double-take. 
It's 
been 75 years 
since the 
first 
automatic 
machine 
began 
passing out colored candy-balls, 
and in the interim they have pro­ 
gressed to the point where a ma­ 
chine will take a $5 bill, decide 
whether it is one dollar, a five 
or a ten-spot, then figure out your 
change after deducting the cost of 
whatever you buy from its auto­ 
matic shelves.
